Dr. Mutchler wished it distinctly 
uaderstood that these "stations" 
were not experiment, but demon- 
■tratloB, stations. The Work on them 
WM to demonstrate what could 
be done well and proflubly in the 
■elected ground- -nothing of the ex- 
periment nature about it. The whole 
time of the agent, for a whole year 
was to be given to Ibe farmers of 
the county, and It is safe to say 
that while the services of this mau 
and tbe attentlou of tbe agricultural 
department was almost forced upon 
our people, while other counties 
were clamoring for this attention, 
that In IDIO our farmer will put 
in an early call for the same man 
or one like him. 

Dr. Mutchler lamented the tail 
that while "ulllgatiou medlel, " cube 
root, conic Keel Ions and integral 
cakulas," or some other things 
\l equally as abstruse were forced up- 
on our boyH until they bad the 
hoBdache, tliey were not taught how 
to make the ground produce a liv- 
ing for its owner. 

Dr. Mutchler said the term rural 
"fonimunlty"' was o misnomer. We 
bad a rural population hut not a 
rural community.

The first fair over held by the 
public schools of Lawreuce county 
was held In the courthouse on Fri- 
day and Saturday, Nov. 28, and 
Despite almost universal predictions 
and forebodings the display was a 
very creditable one. In fact, such 
was tbo sixe, variety and quality of 
the exhibit that it elicited words of 
pleasure and surprise from nearly 
aU who saw it, aad the attendance 
was by no meana small. Moat of the 
artlclee diaplayed were in place in 
the court room ahortly after nofon, 
when tbe fair was formally opened 
Words of encouragement and praise 
were spoken to the exhibitors by B. 
C. SulUvan, M. 8. Burns, Rev. Mr. 
Plummer, Charles See and others. 
The formal proceedings oloaed with 
ilngtng by all preaent As hae been 
•aid, the dlaplay mad* was a rev- 
elation to all present.' The work 



in districts whore some abatement 
had been shown iu inid work i lie 
territory embracing Lavneui.e and 
other northeastern Kentucky couu- 
ilos, as well as wild-cat centers of 
Western Kentucky, have shown fav- 
orable results lately. . ' 

The Lawrence county pool has 
furnished only light wells, but the 
staying qualltlee of these strikes 
make up for any smallness of yield. 
The district developments where 
made, has furnished several new 
welhi An the "pumpier" class, while 
advance operations hav« opened neW 
prospects for the drill. In tbe Falla- 
burg distrla a new well has a ca- 
pacity of ten barrels daily, being 
slightly ahead of the proven area. 
This district has beeu leased over 
pretty extensively and several new 
teeU will be drUled. 

Barren aud Logan counties have 
beeu attracting the attentlou of the 
trade lately and are sure to be in 
on the winter campaign ot test work. 
Lato strikes show a fair production 
and arrangements have been made 
to plant several new rigs in both of 
thesu counties. Neither has develop- 
ed u field ot commorciiU importance, 
but the lining up of a new field Is 
u slow aud expensive proposition 
and it will reyuire time to test the 
poasiblllties of these counties. 

The leading fields of the Stato, in- 
cluding Wayne, Morgan and Wolfe 



which will necesHitate a vast out- 
lay of capital. The main connection 
Is wanted with ilie cities and mark- 
ets ot the South Atlantic seacoast. 
The one line, the Chesapeake and 
< III Hi d Hig Sandy extension, is In- 
aileciuaie to haul immense tonnage, 
supplying tile cities of the North 
and Northwest, and something must 
be done to facilitate llie handling of 
the coul iu that direction. 

The solution to the problem is, 
first, the building of an extension of 
the Lexington and Eastern from its 
terminus at McRoberts about twen- 
ty-eight miles via Jenkins, aud so oi 
down Wkborn creek to Elkhorn 
city, cdnnecting with the new line of 
the OilroUna, CUachfield and Ohio 
(or the ^aboard air line, common- 
ly called,) soon to be completed and 
put into operation, giving a direct 
outlet to the cities of the Southeast 
— tbe growing cities of tbe Atlantic 
seacoast — coal trade oentera of note. 

Second, the paralleling Its entire 
dlsUnce of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio's Big Sandy road by the Bal- 
timore aud Ohio, a subject dlsctiasCd 
by railroad people for some time, 
and which has been under advise- 
ment. To do this it will be neces- 
sary for the B. and O. people to 
bridge the Ohio river at Ashland at 
a considerable expense. It is under- 
stood that for months the IS. and 0. 
baa beeu financing the building of 
a parallel line with the C. and O. iu 
order to get a slice of the big coal 
tonnage going out from the great 
Klkhoiu coal iield around Jenkins, 
a branch of their road, the Sandy 
Valley aud Elkhoru, already carry- 
ing the Consolidation Coal Com- 
pany's output from their mines in* 
and around the industrial city of 
Jenkius aud delivering it to the C. 
aud 0. at Shelby Staiiou, 3U miles. 

The Baltimore and Ohio, as a re 
suit ot their Shelby-Jenkins branch 
would have to build about 1 UO miles 
of road, but considering ths to- 
pography ot the country this would 
mean a gigantic undertaking. At 
thia time the B. aad O. Is preparing 
to start the construction of a 26- 
mile branch line from Hasard 
Beaver Creek to parallel, a new line 
of the C and O., now practically 
complete, in order to get p^rt.of.tbe 
large coal shipments soon io be 
coming out fro^ the mammoth plant 
of tbe Elkhorn Coal Corporation and 
the Beaver Coal and Qas Company 
and the other concerns getting in 
readiness to begin coal shipments 
from Weeksbury aud Allen, new 
cities on Heaver i reek. At least ten 
miles of steel has already been laid 
ou tho new Beaver branch of the C. 
and U. aud the remainder of the 
work is being rushed with all pos- 
sible speed.

FROM TEXAS. 

Perhaps a few words, about some 
of the peculiarities of some of the 
insects and varmenu of Texas will 
not be amiss to some of the read- 
ers of the NEWS. 

Of all the ants in the world 1 
presume the "mound buildeis" are 
the most notable. They are a me- 
dium large red or amber colored an' 
They exist in large colonies and 
burrow in the ground and build 
mounds sometimes as large as an 
old fashioned potato hole, ihey sub- 
sist mostly on vegetation devouring 
some times a rod s.quare around 
their mounds. They wiU oicupy a 
mound for many years. 1 think old 
colonies may send off new ones on 
the order of bees. The colonies have 
their trails and seems to hold com- 
municaUon with neighboring colo- 
nies for quite a distance. They will 
sometimes burrow in the middle of 
a public road, but of course the 
travel keeps their mounds down. 
They are very harmless, except they 
must have about one rod of cotton 
or corn, etc. for their part. 

There are here the tarrantulas 
spiders. They are large viciolls and 
poisonous spiders. They are covered 
with a very short brown coat of fine 
fur. Also the poisonous centipede. 

The angle or earth worms are 
some times as large as « Kentucky 
ground snake. The toads are scarct,, 
but of Immense size. Also the horny 
llziards are common, but harmless. 
There are many varieties of snakes. 
The copper heads are the most 
dreaded in my part, while the rat- 
tlers are common iu other parts. 

I forgot to speak of the common 
house flies or musianois and the 
mosquitoes. The day never t^ets too 
light for the one, nor the night too 
dark for the other. .'VloHt all (.itlzeus 
keeps ih» ir iidiirs and wludowes well 
screened against them.
